The  tradition  of  academic  regalia  dates  from  the  twelfth 
century  and  is  heavily  influenced  by  clerical  attire.  The  gowns 
for  holders  of  a  doctorate  degree  have  bell-shaped  sleeves, 
and  are  often  trimmed  in  velvet.  Master's  degree  hoods  are 
usually  shorter  than  those  for  Doctoral  degrees.  The  color  of 
the  hood  lining  usually  denotes  the  school's  official  color, 
and  the  velvet  trim,  the  earned  degree.  For  example,  brown 
is  the  color  reserved  for  fine  arts  degrees,  pink  for  music, 
blue  for  philosophy,  yellow/gold  for  science,  purple  for  law, 
and  white  for  literature.  The  color  and  shape  of  the 
hats  and  tassels  is  a  matter  of  national,  institutional  or 
personal  preference.

Jennifer  Childs 


Since  her  graduation  from  The  University  of  the  Arts  Theater  program  only 
a  dozen  years  ago,  Ms.  Childs  has  already  achieved  considerable  recognition 
for  her  performances  with  numerous  regional  theater  companies,  including  the 
Arden  Theater,  the  Annenberg  Center  and  the  Contemporary  American  Theater 
Company.  In  1996,  she  was  awarded  a  Barrymore  for  Best  Supporting  Actress 
for  her  performance  in  the  Wilma  Theater's  production  of  Escape  from  Happi- 
ness. She  has  also  received  the  F.  Otto  Haas  Award  for  an  Emerging  Theater 
Artist,  "Best  of  Philly- Actress"  awarded  by  Philadelphia  Magazine,  and  "Artist 
to  Watch"  awarded  by  Seven  Arts  Magazine. 

Ms.  Childs  is  also  the  co-founder  and  co-artistic  director  of  1812  Productions, 
a  Philadelphia-based  theater  company  dedicated  to  comedy.  She  does  extensive 
work  with  public  school  outreach  programs  and  has  taught  at  her  alma  mater, 
The  University  of  the  Arts,  as  well  as  the  Arden  Theater  Company,  the  Walnut 
Street  Theatre  and  the  Freedom  Theater. 

Richard  Kidney 

Richard  Kidney  has  been  an  active  and  recognized  figure  in  the  motion  picture 
industry  for  more  than  25  years  since  he  graduated  from  The  University  of  the 
Arts  in  1975  with  a  BFA  in  Photography  and  Film. 

After  moving  to  Los  Angeles  to  be  nearer  to  the  film  industry,  Mr.  Kidney  was 
accepted  into  the  Directors  Guild  of  America  as  an  assistant  director  and  started 
his  career  in  TV  features  and  films.  As  an  assistant  director  or  production 
manager  he  worked  on  a  number  of  films,  including  Fire  Starter,  Sweet  Dreams, 
At  Close  Range,  Angel  Heart,  Bull  Durham  and  In  Country. 

For  the  last  ten  years  Mr.  Kidney  has  worked  out  of  his  own  company,  Beanbag 
Productions,  and  has  produced  over  ten  motion  pictures,  including  the  Golden 
Globe-  and  Oscar-nominated  Six  Degrees  of  Separation,  The  Chamber,  Mercury 
Rising,  and  the  Golden  Globe-nominated  Legally  Blonde.  He  has  worked  closely 
with  some  of  Hollywood's  best  directors,  including  Norman  Jewison,  Oliver 
Stone,  John  Frankenheimer,  Fred  Schiepsi,  Alan  Parker,  James  Foley,  Ron  Shelton, 
Barry  Levinson  and  Roger  Donaldson;  and  with  Hollywood's  best  box-office- 
draw  actors,  including  Al  Pacino,  Bruce  Willis,  Jessica  Lange,  George  C.  Scott, 
Donald  Sutherland,  Gene  Hackman,  Steve  Martin,  Sylvester  Stallone,  Robert 
DeNiro,  Gregory  Peck,  Will  Smith,  Danny  DeVito,  Drew  Barrymore  and 
Angelina  Jolie.

Honorary  Degree  Recipients 

Mildred  Constantine 

Throughout  her  lifetime,  Mildred  Constantine  has  curated  important  exhibitions 
at  prestigious  venues,  including  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art  in  New  York, 
where  she  was  Associate  Curator,  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  and  the  Library 
of  Congress  in  Washington  DC,  the  Cleveland  Museum  of  Art,  the  American 
Crafts  Museum  and  the  Detroit  Institute  of  the  Arts. 

Ms.  Constantine  has  been  the  recipient  of  grants  from  the  NEA,  the  Asian 
Cultural  Council  and  the  Tides  Foundation  among  others,  and  an  Honorary 
Life  Member  of  the  College  Art  Association  since  1937. 

She  has  served  as  a  juror  for  national  and  international  exhibitions  in  Europe 
and  the  Americas  and  is  a  prolific  author  whose  publications  include  topics 
spanning  architecture,  fiber  arts  and  Japanese  calligraphy.  Tina  Modotti: 
A  Fragile  Life,  Ms.  Constantine's  biography  of  the  well-known  photographer, 
is  considered  a  seminal  work,  as  is  her  monograph  Whole  Cloth,  hailed  as 
the  most  comprehensive  work  on  contemporary  textiles. 

Robert  A.  Moog 

Dr.  Robert  Moog  is  the  inventor  of  the  Moog  synthesizer,  one  of  the  most 
ubiquitous  pieces  of  electronic  equipment  in  music  today.  His  ideas  for  an 
electronic  instrument  began  germinating  in  1961,  while  he  was  studying 
transistorized  modular  synthesizers  invented  by  the  German  designer  Harald 
Bode.  After  publishing  an  article  for  the  January  1961  issue  of  the  magazine 
Electronics  World,  Dr.  Moog  eventually  began  to  produce  instruments  of  his 
own  design.  After  toying  with  the  idea  of  a  portable  guitar  amplifier,  he 
turned  to  the  synthesizer. 

While  attending  a  convention  in  1963,  Dr.  Moog  was  introduced  to  the  idea 
of  building  new  circuits  capable  of  producing  sound.  In  1964  he  was  invited 
to  exhibit  his  circuits  at  the  Audio  Engineering  Society  Convention.  Shortly 
afterwards  in  1964  he  begin  to  manufacture  electronic  music  synthesizers. 
Moog's  synthesizers  were  designed  in  collaboration  with  the  composers 
Herbert  A.  Deutsch  and  Wendy  Carlos. 

After  the  success  of  Carlos's  album,  Switched  on  Bach,  recorded  entirely  with 
Moog  synthesizers,  Dr.  Moog's  instruments  made  the  first  leap  from  the  electronic 
avant-garde  into  commercial  popular  music.  The  Beatles  bought  one,  as  did  Mick 
Jagger,  who  bought  a  huge  modular  Moog  in  1967.  Today,  although  many  other 
types  of  synthesizers  exist,  credit  is  given  to  Dr.  Moog  for  developing  the  original 
prototype  of  this  instrument.  One  of  the  first  synthesizers  he  built  resides  in  the 
University's  School  of  Music  and  continues  to  be  used  by  UArts  students. 

Edward  R.  Tufte 

Edward  Tufte,  educator,  writer,  designer,  publisher,  critic  and  graphic  designer, 
has  become  an  info-celebrity  on  the  basis  of  a  series  of  self-published  books  on 
his  own  Graphics  Press,  including  the  groundbreaking  trilogy  The  Visual  Display 
of  Quantitative  Information,  Envisioning  Information  and  Visual  Explanations. 
His  books  have  been  touted  as  definitive  works,  a  combination  of  criticism, 
history  and  teaching  that  rewards  repeat  readings  over  the  years. 

Mr.  Tufte  believes  that  the  task  of  information  design  is  to  make  it  easier  for 
the  information  consumer  to  compare  data  relevant  to  a  cause  and  effect  process. 
Tufte  teaches  that  we  must  "enforce  visual  comparisons"  and  "show  causality." 
The  best  information  displays  allow  people  to  understand  large  and  complex 
data  sets,  not  just  in  terms  of  what  the  data  is,  but  also  in  terms  of  the  process 
it  represents. 

Mr.  Tufte  has  not  only  written,  but  also  designed  all  of  his  books  on  information 
design,  which  have  received  more  than  forty  awards  for  content  and  design.  He 
is  Professor  Emeritus  at  Yale  University,  where  he  taught  courses  in  statistical 
evidence,  information  design,  and  interface  design.  His  current  work  includes 
digital  video,  sculpture,  printmaking,  and  a  new  book  called  Beautiful  Evidence.

The  University  of  the  Arts 

The  University  of  the  Arts  evolved  from  two  century- 
old  institutions:  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Art  and  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Performing  Arts. 

The  Philadelphia  College  of  Art  (PCA)  was  formed 
in  1876  along  with  the  Philadelphia  Museum  of  Art. 
Initially  known  as  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  and  School 
of  Industrial  Art,  the  institutions  were  established  in 
response  to  the  interest  in  art  and  art  education  that  was 
stimulated  by  the  country's  Centennial  Exposition.  In 
194$,  the  school  became  known  as  the  Philadelphia 
Museum  School  of  Art,  reflecting  the  expanded  programs 
that  trained  artists  in  many  other  areas,  including  fine 
arts.  The  school  received  accreditation  in  1959,  and  in 
1964  separated  from  the  Museum  to  become  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Art.  Today,  the  Philadelphia 
College  of  Art  and  Design  of  The  University  of  the  Arts 
offers  curricula  in  design,  media  arts,  fine  arts,  crafts, 
and  museum  and  art  education. 

The  performing  arts  programs  of  The  University  of 
the  Arts  date  from  1870,  when  three  graduates  of  the 
Conservatory  of  Leipzig  opened  one  of  the  first  European 
style  conservatories  of  music  in  America:  the  Philadelphia 
Musical  Academy.  The  Musical  Academy  became  an 
independent  college  of  music  in  1950,  granting  a  Bachelor 
of  Music  degree  after  a  four-year  course  of  study-one 
of  only  eight  such  music  colleges  in  the  nation  at  the  time. 
While  still  offering  only  a  music  program,  the  school 
changed  its  name  to  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Performing 
Arts  (PCPA)  in  1976,  the  first  such  college  in  Pennsylvania. 
One  year  later  the  former  Philadelphia  Dance  Academy 
became  part  of  PCPA,  and  in  1983  the  School  of  Theater 
was  created,  thus  achieving  the  college's  ideal  balance 
of  performing  arts:  dance,  music  and  theater  arts. 

In  1985,  PCA  and  PCPA  joined  to  become  the  Philadelphia 
Colleges  of  the  Arts,  and  a  true  visual  and  performing  arts 
university  was  in  its  formative  stages.  With  its  inauguration 
in  1987,  The  University  of  the  Arts  is  the  largest  compre- 
hensive educational  institution  of  its  kind  in  the  nation, 
preparing  students  for  professional  careers  in  design,  fine 
arts,  crafts,  dance,  music,  and  theater  arts. 

In  1997  the  University  added  a  new  College  of  Media 
and  Communication,  offering  degrees  in  communication, 
writing  for  film  and  television,  and  multimedia.
